An immediate 
success he has already 
won Welsh under-23 
honours against Scotland 
at Swansea in January, 
and ‘is being watched by 
several of the bigger 
clubs who like his direct, 
aggressive style. 


NIGEL EDWARDS 

CHESTER — Just 20. 
Promising young full 
back who gained Youth 
International Caps 
against England, 
Scotland and Ireland. Has 
attracted the attention of 
the leading English clubs. 


RAY MEILCZAREK 

ROTHERHAM 
UNITED — Son of a 
Polish Army Officer who 
settled in Wales after 
World War 2. Played for 
Wrexham before being 
transferred to Hudders- 
field Town with whom he

Laid low by injury 
for much of last season 
but is fully back to form 
again and doing well for 
his new club Rotherham.

disgrace for an Arsenal 
player in the mid-1950s. 


Wales often lethim take 
the penalties for some 
strange reason. 

It was one way of 
getting him out of 
goalkeeper Jack Kelsey’s 
hair, who was not only a 
Welsh cap but also an 
Arsenal clubmate. Some 
people are born lucky.

A NEW DEAL 
FOR PLAYERS 


The Victorian Soccer Federation 
wants to register players in three classi- 


fications next year. 


They are:- 

Amateur 

Non amateur 

Apprentices 

Mr. John Gorton, 
Federation chairman, in 
his half yearly report, 
told the board of 
management that this is 
the first positive step to 
place the status of players 
on a more orderly and 
rational basis. 

At present all players 
are registered with the 
VSF without any 
classification and are 
bound to the clubs in 
whose name they are 
registered. . 

The new classifications 
will enable clubs to enter 
into properly enforceable 
contracts with their, non- 
amateur players and this 
will lead to a more 
satisfactory relationship 
being established bet- 
ween the clubs who wish 


| to be engaged in semi- 


professionali or 
professional soccer. 

Amateur players will 
be free at the conclusion 
of a season to play with 
any club. they like. 

The intreduction of the 
apprentice scheme will 
allow clubs to encourage 
their more talented 
juniors to develop them. 
This would ultimately 
eliminate the importation 
of players from overseas 
to play in our senior 
league. 

Mr. Gorton said: “I 
earnestly recommend 
that the clubs give the

Board their full support in 
this matter and that we 
avoid the position that has 
arisen on many occasions 
in the past when con- 
structive ideas have been 
dropped or cast aside by 
clubs for reasons that are 
difficult to understand.” 

Mr. Gorton also spoke 
about the deterioration in’ 
the standard of discipline 
among players during the 
current season. 

“after a number of 
years in which the 
standard of discipline 
showed a steady im- 
provement, it is 
regrettable that this year 
the discipline committees 
have been busier than for 
many years. 

“It is easy to blame the 
standard of refereeing as 
a direct cause, and indeed 
this existence is too often 
heard by administrators 
of the code. 

“1 lay the blame fairly 
and squarely on the 
shoulders of the clubs who 
must be made to realise 
their responsibilities. in 
this matter. 

‘Players who 
frequently not only break 
the laws of the game but 
show dissent of the 
referees’ decision, should 
be dealt with by the clubs 
before their conduct 
becomes the subject of 
tribunal hearings. 

“Clubs should not rely 
upon the tribunal to be the 
protectors of soccer from 
abuse by players,’ Mr. 
Gorton said.
